Exceptional Children in Maywood; he ministered at the Cook

County Jail, evangelized in hospitals and nursing homes, and

operated a bread ministry; and

bowling, bike riding, and traveling; and
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WHEREAS, Rev. Hopson was preceded in death by his siblings,

Fred, Jr., Eugene, Anderson, AlJonnie, Carwell, and Etta Lee,

and by his son, Carl Benjamin; and

WHEREAS, Rev. Hopson is survived by his wife, Rosetta; his

4 daughters, Pecolia, Carmen, Angela, and Crystal; his 3

brothers, Clarence W. (Annie), Roy (Cleo), and Emmett (Joyce);
